Largest  Pine  Manor  Class  Graduates 
At  50th  Anniversary  Commencement 


The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Com-

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prejudice  and  liabit  had  together  erected  a 
pretty  formidable  fence. 

"Ought  Women  To  Learn  the  Alphabet.’” 

In  February  of  1859  vve  published  an 
article  by  Thomas  Wentworth  Higginson 
which  will  show  you  how  the  wind  was 
blowing.  Mr.  Higginson  gave  his  paper 
the  facetious  title,  "Ought  Women  to  Learn 
the  Alphabet?”  and  he  proceeded  to  have 
some  fun  by  ejuoting  at  length  the  French 
satirist,  Sylvain  Marechal,  who  in  the  Paris 
of  Napoleon,  published  a pamphlet  advo- 
cating that  a law  be  passed  prohibiting  the 
alphabet  to  women.  The  Parisian  and  the 
Bostonian  were  in  agreement  on  these 
points:  "That  three-quarters  of  female  au- 
thors are  no  better  than  they  should  be; 
that  Ruth  and  Naomi  could  not  read,  and 
Boaz  probably  would  never  have  married 
into  the  family,  had  they  possessed  that  ac- 
complishment — that  the  Spartan  women 
did  not  know  the  alphabet,  nor  the  Ama- 
zons, nor  Penelope,  nor  Andromache,  nor 
Lucretia,  nor  Joan  of  Arc,  nor  Petrarch's 
Laura,  nor  the  daughters  of  Charlemagne, 
nor  the  three  hundred  and  sixty-live  wives 
of  Mohammed  — but  that  Sappho  and 
Madame  de  Maintenon  could  read  alto- 
gether too  well,  while  the  case  of  Saint 
Brigitta,  who  brought  forth  twelve  children 
and  twelve  books,  was  clearly  exceptional, 
and  afforded  no  safe  precedent.” 

The  Atlantic  continued  to  give  warning 
of  the  trouble  that  was  in  store  if  women 
continued  to  play  around  in  men’s  colleges. 
In  July  of  1863,  the  editor  dispatched  a 
Miss  Gail  Hamilton,  a preserver  of  Boston 
morals,  to  do  an  article  describing  the 
Class  Day  Festivities  in  the  Harvard  Yard. 
Miss  Hamilton,  who  was  a woman  without 
juice,  was  not  amused  by  what  she  saw. 
She  stood  watching  the  dancing  and  when 
she  went  home  that  evening,  this  is  what 
she  wrote: 

"VC'altzing  is  a profane  and  vicious 
dance.  Always.  "When  it  is  prosecuted 
in  the  centre  of  a great  crowd,  in  a 
dusty  hall,  on  a warm  midsummer  day, 
it  is  also  a disgusting  dance.  Night  is 
its  only  appropriate  time  . . . The 
present  mode  of  dress  renders  waltzing 
almost  as  objectionable  in  a large 
room  as  the  boldest  feats  of  a French 
ballet-dancer.  1 saw  scores  and  scores 
of  public  waltzing-girls  in  the  Harvard 
Yard  and  among  them  all  I saw  but 
one  who  understood  the  art,  or,  at  any 
rate,  who  practised  the  art,  of  avoid- 
ing an  indecent  exposure.  Do  1 shock 
ears  polite?  1 trust  so.” 

Miss  Hamilton  could  never  have  believed 
that  the  day  would  come  when  Harvard 
undergraduates  would  entertain  their  girl 
friends  in  their  rooms  unchaperoned,  the 
only  question  being  how'  late  at  night  they 
could  remain. 

"When  1 was  an  undergraduate  at  Har- 
vard, you  were  automatically  expelled  if 
you  got  married  in  term.  In  the  class  ahead 
of  me  there  was  actually  one  married  man, 
but  he  had  come  to  Cambridge  from  Alas- 
ka, and  in  Alaska  evidently  there  W'ere  no 
game  laws.  Today  when  you  get  married 
in  term,  the  dean  simply  allows  you  a 
larger  room.  Again,  I recognize  that  these 
young  couples  are  impetuous  in  their  wish 
to  raise  a family.  'When  we  budgeted  our- 
selves to  have  two,  they  throw  the  budget 
into  the  scrap  basket  and  elect  to  have  four 
— the  sooner  the  better. 


Commencement  Address,  1961 

By  Edward  Weeks 


I AM  VERY  HAPPY  TO  liE  WITH  you  in 
your  anniversary  year,  and  1 hope  you 
will  feel  that  it  is  appropriate  if  1 speak  to 
you  this  morning  about  a woman's  option 
in  the  American  community  and  of  how' 
much  wider  a choice  she  has  today  than 
ever  before  in  our  history. 

Four  years  ago  when  my  magazine  was 
preparing  to  celebrate  its  hundredth  birth- 
day, my  managing  editor  ( who  is  a 
woman ) and  1 made  an  extensive  exami- 
nation of  all  of  the  major  contributions 
which  had  been  written  for  the  Atlantic  in 
the  course  of  a century.  Together  we  read 
through  more  than  a hundred  millon  words; 
this  was  quite  a strain  on  the  eyes,  and  1 
can  assure  you  that  we  were  each  of  us 
rather  short  of  temper  when  we  went  home. 
Out  object  was  to  select  the  best  of  the 


stories  and  poems  and  articles  for  a big 
new  anthology,  and  in  the  course  of  this 
survey  1 found  myself  constantly  surprised 
by  the  suspicious  way  in  which  our  early 
writers  looked  at  women.  All  during  the 
Nineteenth  Century  our  contributors  as- 
sumed that  men  were  entitled  to  as  much 
education  as  they  could  get,  but  that  even  a 
little  of  it  might  be  dangerous  for  women. 
In  the  years  immediately  before  the  Civil 
War  our  teachers  and  philosophers  were 
constantly  raising  this  question:  How  far  is 
it  safe  to  go  in  educating  women?  Now 
when  you  realize  that  for  the  first  150  years 
of  the  Bay  Colony  no  girls  were  admitted 
to  the  Boston  grammar  schools,  and  that 
not  until  the  1840's  were  girls  accepted  in 
the  high  schools  on  anything  like  an  equal 
footing  with  the  boys,  you  will  see  that 
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In  her  new  ascendancy,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  young  woman  of  today  holds  more 
interesting  options  than  does  her  husband. 
There  was  a time  when  we  half  educated 
women  and  then,  to  restore  the  balance, 
only  half  paid  them  for  their  work.  That 
time  has  vanished.  What  does  the  young 
woman  of  today  really  want?  Well,  in  a 
woman’s  college  close  to  Boston  with  which 
I am  familiar,  the  undergraduates  were 
asked  to  fill  out  a form  telling  how  they 
saw  themselves  five  years  from  now.  This 
was  the  consensus:  They  will  be  close  to 
God;  married;  well  rounded;  interesting; 
they  will  have  children  and  they  will,  most 
of  them,  be  good  conservatives.  Music,  Hi- 
Fi,  and  long-playing  records  are  impera- 
tive, so  will  books  be  to  some.  They  will 
continue  to  dress  like  ballet  dancers  whom 
in  their  romantic  moments  they  envy.  And 
in  five  years,  they  confidently  expect  to  find 
the  "Authoritarian  Figure”  who  combines 
the  attributes  of  Father  and  Date,  and  who 
may  or  may  not  be  their  breadwinner. 

All  things  considered  I wonder  if  the 
young  woman  of  twenty  does  not  hold  the 
better  option  today  than  the  man  who  is 
courting  her.  In  the  first  place,  she  may 
exercise  her  option  not  to  marry  at  once, 
and  this  she  almost  certainly  will  do  if  like 
Miss  Barbara  Ward,  who  was  the  distin- 
guished foreign  editor  of  the  London  Econ- 
omist, or  like  Miss  Agnes  de  Mille,  the 
dancer  and  choreographer,  or  like  Mildred 
McAfee,  the  former  president  of  Wellesley 
College,  she  has  answered  a calling  so  chal- 
lenging and  so  absorbing  that  she  decides 
to  defer  marriage  until  she  has  proved  her- 
self professionally.  Each  of  these  women, 
as  you  may  know,  married  in  middle  life 
and  with  lasting  happiness. 

The  theme  which  you  have  taken  for 
your  anniversary  year  is  "The  Mind  as  an 
Adventurer  — Creativity  in  the  Liberal 
Arts.”  I want  you  to  keep  this  theme  in 
mind  as  w'e  consider  some  of  the  outstand- 
ing women  in  American  life  today.  There 
is  nothing  more  fascinating  to  watch  than 
the  gradual  development  of  character.  It  is 
this  which  distinguishes  all  the  great  novels 
from  Tom  Jones  to  Dr.  Zhivago  - — • this 
emergence  of  people  whom  we  first  see  in 
the  flat  and  two-dimensional,  but  who,  as 
they  grow  in  the  story  as  in  life,  become 
rounded  and  resourceful,  consistent  and  lov- 
able, and  are  much  stronger  than  when  we 
first  encounter  them.  Now  consider  some  of 
the  leading  women  in  our  time  who  have 
grown  away  from  the  shyness  and  insecur- 
ity of  their  youth  and  who  by  exerting  a 
woman’s  option  have  made  themselves  lead- 
ers in  their  chosen  field. 

Think  of  These  Women 

Think  of  Eleanor  Roosevelt,  gawky,  pain- 
fully shy,  confronted  with  a domineering 
mother-in-law,  shunted  into  the  shadow  by 
the  popularity  of  her  husband,  and  see 
how,  in  her  maturity,  Mrs.  Roosevelt  has 
come  to  be  a spokesman  for  the  rights  of 
women  everywhere,  a leader  in  the  United 
Nations,  an  intelligent  champion  of  the 
underprivileged. 

Think  of  Pearl  Buck,  following  her  mis- 
sionary husband  to  China,  and  finding  in 
China  her  second  country,  which  it  is  her 
life-long  concern  to  understand  and  explain 
to  her  fellow  Americans. 

Think  of  Madame  Pandit,  the  sister  of 
Nehru,  and  of  what  her  leadership  has 
meant  to  the  millions  of  Indian  women  to 
whom  liberation  was  but  a dream. 


Think  of  Laura  Fermi,  the  wife  of  the 
nuclear  physicist,  the  mother  of  two  chil- 
dren, raising  her  family  and  sharing  the 
exhilaration  of  the  pioneer  scientist,  and 
the  crushing  secrets  of  the  atomic  bomb. 

Think  of  Catherine  Drinker  Bowen  of 
Philadelphia.  Her  brothers  were  distin- 
guished lawyers  and  doctors.  Kitty,  who 
never  went  to  college,  early  made  up  her 
mind  that  she  was  going  to  write  about  the 
two  things  which  interested  her  most:  music 
and  the  law.  Her  first  two  books  were  en- 
titled : Friends  and  Fiddlers,  and  Beloved 
Friend:  a correspondence  between  Tchai- 
kovsky and  Madame  Von  Meek.  And  then 
came  her  great  biographies,  Yankee  From 
Olympus,  The  Young  John  Adams,  and 
The  Lion  and  the  Throne,  with  its  power- 
ful portrait  of  Sir  Edward  Coke,  Queen 
Elizabeth  the  First’s  incomparable  advocate. 

Think  of  Kathryn  Hulme,  a member  of 
an  UNRRA  team  sent  to  take  care  of  those 
pitiable  displaced  persons  who  had  been 
rescued  from  labor  camps  and  worse,  all 
over  Hitler’s  Germany.  Kathryn  Hulme 
was  assigned  to  the  Poles,  and  because  she 
was  a good  administrator  and  had  under- 
standing, she  came  to  be  Mayor  of  a Polish 
community,  the  size  of  Laramie,  Wyoming. 
The  woman  w'ho  was  in  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital in  that  community  was  a Belgian,  who 
had  been  a nursing  nun,  and  so  begins  the 
friendship  which  was  to  result  in  that  true 
book,  The  Nun’s  Story. 


In  all  of  these  careers,  different  though 
they  be,  there  is  one  common  property. 
These  women  have  all  of  them  been  caught 
up  in  experiences  which  were  bigger  than 
themselves;  experiences  which  they  had  to 
share  with  others;  and  so  they  have  learned 
to  be  articulate:  they  have  mastered  the 
art  of  exposition.  In  what  they  have  braved, 
in  what  they  have  done,  in  what  they 
have  written,  they  have  braced  our  lives, 
they  have  made  our  future  more  secure. 

In  the  year  1587,  Sir  Francis  Drake, 
the  great  English  sea  captain,  who  knew' 
that  the  Armada  w'as  building,  sailed  his 
fleet  of  thirty  ships  to  the  Spanish  harbor 
of  Cadiz,  hoping  to  damage  or  destroy  the 
Spanish  warships.  He  succeeded  in  burning 
10,000  tons,  a feat  which  he  afterw'ards 
described  to  a friend  as  "singeing  the  King 
of  Spain’s  beard.”  Before  going  into  action, 
he  made  this  prayer  for  his  crew: 

”0  Lord  God  when  Thou  Givest  to 
Thy  servants  to  endeavour  in  any 
great  matter,  grant  us  also  to  know 
that  it  is  not  the  beginning  but  the 
continuing  of  the  same,  until  it  be 
thoroughly  finished,  which  yieldeth 
true  glory;  through  Him  that  for  the 
finishing  of  Thy  Work  laid  down 
His  life  — our  Redeemer  — Jesus 
Christ.  Amen.

FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S  DESK 


So  MANY  OF  YOU  are  parents  of 
children,  soon  to  be  ready  for 
college,  and  so  many  of  you  are 
troubled  by  the  confused  and  con- 
Hicting  statements  about  the  admis- 
sions outlook  for  coming  years,  that 
I want  to  devote  a part  of  this  article 
to  the  subject. 

More  students  applied  to  enter 
Pine  Manor  this  coming  fall  than 
ever  before.  Many  of  those  we  had 
to  turn  away  were  well  qualified  and 
we  often  fervently  wished  that  we 
had  more  room,  for  it  is  not  pleasant 
to  have  to  refuse  places  to  young 
women  who  show  promise  and  who 
want  very'  much  to  come  to  Pine 
Manor.  The  situation  will  become 
e\en  more  difficult  in  the  next  two 
or  three  years  as  numbers  increase 
further;  it  will  be  eased  considerably 
when  we  move  to  the  campus  in 
Chestnut  Hill  and  have  room  for  rea- 


sonable growth,  but  the  same  basic 
problems  will  remain.  Whom  do  we 
choose.^  How  do  we  select? 

We  wish  to  identify  young  women 
with  capacity  and  desire  to  carry  our 
liberal-arts,  general  program  success- 
fully. The  Admissions  Committee 
attempts  to  discover  such  people 
through  ever)’  device  available  — 
secondary  school  records,  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  scores,  comments  of 
people  who  know  them,  their  own 
statements  on  paper  and  in  inter- 
view. Potential  is  defined  with  rea- 
sonable accuracy,  but  desire  is  some- 
thing else  again.  Some  colleges  in 
desperation  have  limited  their  study 
to  records  alone,  eliminating  even 
interviews  on  the  assumption  that 
motivation  cannot  be  measured.  We 
have  taken  the  other  and  far  harder 
course.  Underneath  the  reams  of 
paper  are  buried  the  aspirations  of 


actual  people,  and  the  Admissions 
Committee  labors  long  hours  to  dis- 
cover what  they  are.  We  feel  strong- 
ly that  this  is  the  way  to  approach 
the  problem,  and  we  mean  to  keep 
up  this  practice  in  spite  of  the  mount- 
ing floods  of  folders. 

If  you  have  a daughter  coming 
along,  you  will  be  reassured  to  know 
that  she  will  be  admitted  if  she  ap- 
plies early  and  if  the  members  of  the 
Admissions  Committee  are  reasonably 
certain  she  can  and  wants  to  handle 
the  work.  This  is  no  guarantee  of 
acceptance,  for  to  accept  an  alumna 
daughter  where  capacity,  preparation, 
or  desire  to  succeed  are  doubtful 
would  be  unfair  to  everyone,  and 
many  are  turned  away.  However,  it 
does  mean  that  your  daughter  won’t 
be  lost  in  the  shuffle,  and  that  the 
fact  numbers  are  climbing  won’t 
handicap  her  directly.  She  will  com- 
pete with  standards  rather  than  with 
faceless  masses.  However,  keep  in 
mind  that  standards  are  not  static. 
The  Pine  Manor  of  1961  is  not 
identical  with  that  of  I960.  Careful 
selection  from  large  numbers  of 
candidates  has  resulted  in  stronger 
students  than  heretofore;  this  in  turn 
has  meant  that  faculty  members  can 
present  more  complex  content  and 
more  challenging  ideas  in  their 
courses.  The  whole  pace  quickens, 
and  intellectual  competition  is  in- 
creasingly high.  If  your  daughter  is 
not  suited  to  this  particular  program, 
we  shall  be  ready  at  your  request  to 
try  to  find  another  solution  for  her 
where  she  can  be  content  and  suc- 
cessful. Do  let  us  help  even  if  you 
feel  .she  may  be  ill-suited.  If  she  be- 
longs here,  we  hope  ver)’  much  she 
will  come. 

Ribicoff  To  Speak  at  Convocation 

I want  to  mention  again  the  Fall 
Convocation  to  which  you  are  all  in- 
vited. It  occurs  on  October  12.  The 
Honorable  Abraham  A.  Ribicoff  is 
coming  up  from  Washington  to  de- 
liver the  major  address,  and  what  he 
has  to  say  will  be  worth  hearing. 
Alumnae,  parents,  and  many  guests 
will  attend.  So  will  formally  open 
Pine  Manor’s  second  half-centur)'  as 
an  institution  of  higher  education. 

When  I was  last  in  the  deep 
Southwest  one  of  the  able  high  school 
men  asked  me  how  he  should  answer 
the  question  — "Why  Higher  Edu- 
cation for  Women?”  'The  fine  article 
in  the  May  Bulletin  "Five  Phi  Beta 
Kappas  Speak  Out”  covered  the  role

of  our  kind  of  junior  college  beauti- 
fully and  answered  the  question  in- 
directly very  well  indeed.  Let  me  try 
to  answer  it  directly.  It  has  two  facets. 

First,  why  higher  education  for 
anyone?  Higher  education,  for  those 
qualified  to  handle  it,  results  in  in- 
creased capacity  to  understand  com- 
plex ideas.  It  frees  minds  of  natural 
tendencies  to  grope  and  stumble.  It 
provides  intellectual  skills  valuable 
in  our  society.  It  promotes  self- 
understanding and  the  inner  strength 
such  appraisal  brings.  Few  contest 
its  \alue  where  men  are  concerned. 

Secondly,  then,  why  higher  edu- 
cation for  women  as  contrasted  with 
men  ? Here  we  are  not  concerned  pri- 
marily with  the  dedicated  professional 
woman  — the  doctor,  lawyer,  archi- 
tect, teacher,  or  the  like  — for  it  is 
widely  accepted  that  education  toward 
careers  is  essential  for  them.  Rather, 
we  focus  on  the  young  woman  who 
may  briefly  support  herself,  then 
marry’,  have  children,  operate  a home, 
contribute  to  her  community’s  needs, 
and  possibly  re-enter  the  working 
world  in  her  mid-thirties,  as  increas- 
ing numbers  do.  Why  not  let  even 
a gifted  young  woman  in  this  situa- 
tion go  to  work  right  after  high  school 
or  at  most  expose  her  to  specialized 
technical  training  immediately  help- 
ful in  getting  a paying  job?  Simply, 
because  this  is  not  enough.  It  over- 
looks the  immense  potential  of  the 
fully-awakened  mind. 

Even  in  the  business  world,  where 
stenographers  are  often  hired  for  office 
skills,  top  secretaries  are  promoted  for 
wisdom.  In  the  homes  of  gifted 
young  men,  household  skills  are  of 
value,  but  a flexible  and  imaginative 
mind  is  beyond  price.  And  as  in  men, 
the  self-understanding  higher  educa- 
tion can  provide  adds  stability, 
warmth,  and  continuing  growth  es- 
sential to  any  human  being.  Where 
an  uneducated  woman  may  well  be 
left  behind  as  success  draws  a hus- 
band into  heavier  responsibilities,  in 
contrast  a woman  whose  brain  is  alive 
can  foresee  change  and  contribute 
force  to  mold  it.  The  children  of  such 
women  are  fortunate  indeed,  for  their 
minds  are  understood  and  challenged 
to  capacity. 

Our  particular  concern  in  this  two- 
year,  liberal-arts  college,  of  course, 
is  for  the  period  of  general  study, 
before  specialization  starts.  This  is 
often  the  period  of  greatest  ferment, 
when  a student  first  tastes  the  heady 
wine  of  freedom  from  "home  rule”; 


often  it  proves  a time  of  intellectual 
growth  unmatched  by  any  other  in 
a young  woman’s  development.  In 
our  opinion  these  two  years  provide 
the  foundation  not  only  for  later 
study  if  wanted,  but  for  the  begin- 
ning of  mature  life.  So  viewed  they 
are  the  most  valuable  in  all  of  higher 
education. 

As  it  is  considered  unfair  in  Ameri- 
can families  to  favor  one  child  over 
another,  it  follows  that  all  children 
should  have  equal  opportunities  re- 
gardless of  sex.  Education  is  one  of 
the  opportunities.  As  educators  of 
women  we  at  Pine  Manor  are 
heartened  by  the  increasing  accept- 
ance of  these  ideas,  for  we  see  minds 
as  "adventurers”  to  be  steered  on 
their  explorations. 

As  a corollary  it  is  important  to 
such  women’s  colleges  as  Pine  Manor, 
operating  without  endowment,  that 
people  widely  recognize  that  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  are  strong 
somewhat  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  financial  support  they  receive,  and 
that  giving  must  be  equalized  among 
male  and  female  institutions  if  all 
children  are  to  get  an  even  break. 

Pine  Manor  is  one  of  the  most 
efficient  colleges  in  America  today, 
for  tuition  income  covers  operating 


costs  entirely.  Every  gift  dollar  goes 
to  something  >iew  — to  new  build- 
ings, promotion  of  new  ideas,  new 
strengths.  For  development  the  num- 
ber of  such  gift  dollars  is  crucial.  It 
is  essential  that  this  college  be  in- 
cluded as  the  recipient  of  major  gifts 
if  its  objectives  are  to  be  realized. 
Its  roots  are  strong;  its  rate  of  growth 
depends  on  generous  support  from  its 
friends. 

Alumnae  Support  Appreciated 

Alumnae  have  this  year  proved 
their  loyalty  as  never  before.  The 
Alumnae  Fund  exceeds  $60,000  this 
year  — by  far  the  largest  total  in 
our  history,  a significant  amount  for 
any  college  to  receive.  Those  of  us 
who  are  close  to  the  college  are  very 
grateful  for  your  generosity  and  for 
the  interest  it  represents.  Without 
you  the  Alumnae  Librar)-  would  still 
be  unbuilt  and  the  beautiful  new  cam- 
pus a mere  dream.  With  your  con- 
tinuing help  we  shall  see  together 
a new  Pine  Manor  in  future  years 
even  stronger  than  the  present  one 
we  admire  so  much.

The  196O-I96I  Alumnae  Fund,  cele- 
brating Pine  Manor's  Fiftieth  Anniver- 
sary, totaled  $61,378.  This  is  the 
largest  amount  ever  recorded  by  Pine 
Manor  alumnae.  Gifts  were  received 
from  876. 

Sparked  by  the  college’s  Fiftieth 
Year,  the  fund  had  several  aspects 
which  boosted  its  grand  total  beyond 
the  dreams  of  the  chairman  and  class 
agents. 

Besides  the  unprecedented  gener- 
osity of  more  than  fifty  alumnae  who 
made  gifts  of  $100  or  more,  thirty-six 
alumnae  made  second  gifts  this  year; 
several  contributions  by  the  business 
companies  of  Pine  Manor  husbands 
matched  gifts  made  to  the  fund  by 
their  wives. 

Three  memorial  gifts  were  received. 
One  of  these  established  a memorial  in 
the  Alumnae  Library  to  Anne  MacLeod 
Gifford,  Class  of  1941. 

Now  in  its  fifth  year,  the  annual 
Alumnae  Fund  has  been  used  to  pay 
remaining  costs  on  the  Alumnae 
Library. 

The  Class  of  1940,  which  started 
the  original  building  fund  for  the 
Alumnae  Library,  led  the  way  this  year 
with  the  highest  record  of  participa- 
tion. 

The  Class  of  1931  had  the  greatest 
increase  in  participation. 

Geographically,  the  states  of  New 
York  and  Massachusetts  had  the  largest 
number  of  alumnae  participating  in  the 
fund. 

Virginia  Bouii  Coddington,  '48, 
Alumnae  Association  president,  praised 
the  work  of  class  agents,  and  thanked 
all  alumnae  who  made  a gift  this  year.

and  tells  of  Sally's  life  and  work  under  the  ''Third  Year  in  Paris"  plan  for 
junior  college  graduates.  The  1961  Pine  Manor  graduates  who  will  attend  Reid 
Hall  this  fall  are  Wendy  Bren  er,  France  de  Sugny,  Susan  Hill,  Carol  Alarcus, 
Susan  Ramsey,  fane  Scott,  and  Ellen  Sheeran. 


Dear  Miss  Gegerias; 

....  Right  now  I have  so  much  news 
to  tell  you  that  I don't  know  where  to 
begin.  Mary  Schoentgen  told  me  she  sent 
a dispatch  out  to  you  about  our  courses, 
so  I’ll  skip  that  subject  for  now.  If,  how- 
ever, you  don't  know  about  them,  let  me 
know  and  I’ll  gladly  fill  you  in.  I will 
say  that  they're  more  stimulating  than  words 
can  say,  and  I still  love  every  minute  of  it!  ! 

Thanks  so  much  for  your  nice  letter 
and  card;  and  I’ll  answer  your  questions 
first.  The  living  quarters  are  superb.  In 
the  first  place  the  location  of  Reid  Hall  is 
perfect.  It  is  in  the  center  of  the  Latin 
Quarter  (off  Boulevard  Montparnasse)  and 
handy  to  every  part  of  Paris  with  a metro 
station  practically  next  door  . . . can’t 
get  over  the  underground  system  over  here. 
I don’t  think  I’ve  ever  gotten  lost  and 
that’s  saying  something  for  me. 

Reid  Hall  itself  is  lovely.  It  was  original- 
ly an  old  hunting  lodge  and  is  made  up 


of  three  buildings  placed  around  a court- 
yard. 

The  Reid  Hall  group  takes  up  only 
one  of  the  buildings,  and  other  students 
and  women  are  scattered  through  the  rest. 
I’m  in  a single  and  love  it.  The  dining 
room  is  just  downstairs  and  I’ve  got  ten 
added  pounds  to  prove  that  the  food  is 
wonderful.  That  patisserie  will  do  it 
every  time ! 

"We  haven’t  taken  any  trips  recently,  but 
we  have  been  to  Troyes  to  study  the 
chuiches  and  the  cathedral  with  the 
art  class,  also  Fontainebleau,  Versailles, 
UNESCO,  SHAPE,  Hotel  de  Lauzun,  la 
Bibliotheque  Nationale,  and  la  Banque  de 
France,  and  next  Wednesday  we  re  going 
to  visit  Saint  Denis  for  art. 

I'm  gradually  seeing  everything  in  Paris, 
like  the  Louvre  ( I don’t  think  I’ll  ever 
get  through  it  and  I’m  practically  a fixture 
there  as  it  is),  la  Sainte  Chapelle,  Notre 
Dame,  le  Jeu-de-Paume  (a  museum  of 


Impressionist  masterpieces  and  just  about 
my  favorite ) , St.  Germain  des  Pres;  le 
Sacre  Coeur,  etc. 

I went  to  Belgium  one  weekend  with 
two  friends  and  spent  time  in  Brussels, 
Bruges,  and  Gent.  It  was  quite  an  ex- 
perience, from  seeing  Jan  Van  Eyck’s 
Adoration  of  the  Lamb  in  Gent  to  trying 
out  hitchhiking  for  the  first  time!  ! 

Have  Seen  Many  Plays 

I’ve  already  seen  a number  of  plays  and 
I’ve  barely  begun  the  year  ...  or  so 
it  seems.  Here’s  a quick  list  and  I’ve 
probably  skipped  a few:  Christophe  Co- 
lornbe  (Claudel);  La  Leqon.  and  La 
Cantatrice  Chatiie  (Ionesco);  Le  Depit 
Amoureux.  Le  Malade  Imaginaire,  Le 
Bourgeois  G e n t i I h o m m e ( Moliere) ; 
Berenice  and  Phedre  (Racine);  Becket  and 
Antigone  (Anouilh);  Ruy  Bias  (Hugo); 
Electre  (Giraudoux);  Rodogune  (Cor- 
neille); Les  Negres  (Genet). 

Christophe  Colornhe  seems  to  impress 
me  the  most,  but  it  was  probably  because 
it  was  the  first  play  I saw  here  and  it  was 
the  novelty  of  the  atmosphere  as  vsell  as 
an  excellent  performance. 

I’m  so  happy  to  hear  that  others  at 
Pine  Manor  are  interested  in  Reid  Hall. 
1 can’t  praise  it  enough.  It’s  true  that  you 
get  out  of  it  what  you  put  in,  but  if 
anyone  has  the  impression  that  this  is 
merely  a little  work  and  studying,  and  the 
rest  wine,  dine,  and  the  gay  Paris  night 
life  — they’re  wrong!  We’re  kept  busy  the 
whole  time. 

Even  the  Studying  Is  Fun 

The  best  part  about  it  is  that  even  the 
studying  is  fun.  There’s  an  awful  lot  of 
reading  what  with  theatre,  literature,  and 
history  all  requiring  it.  It’s  not  at  all 
unusual  to  have  four  or  five  plays  by 
Moliere,  etc.,  Stendhal’s  Le  Rouge  et  le 
Noir,  and  a book  on  the  French  Revolu- 
tion to  read  in  a matter  of  days  . . . not 
mentioning  research  for  an  art  class  and  a 
composition  for  grammar.  But,  since  it’s 
all  so  new  and  interesting,  I really  look 
forward  to  it  — and  you  know  I’m  not 
what  one  would  call  a bookworm!  ! 

I’ve  almost  achieved  that  "vraie  Pari- 
sienne"  look!  It  took  a lot  of  courage  but  I 
finally  shortened  my  skirts  to  the  length 
( above  the  knee,  no  less!  How  about  in 
the  U.S.A.??),  bought  a pair  of  black 
stockings,  and  piled  my  hair  on  top  of  my 
head  in  the  true  Frenchy  style!  ! If  1 just 
didn’t  have  to  open  my  mouth  I’d  be  all 
set.  . . . 

My  parents  came  over  to  spend  the 
holidays  with  me,  and  we  spent  five  days 
here  in  Paris,  and  the  rest  lounging  in 
the  sun  on  the  Riviera.  Paris  was  rainy
